Canada and seventeen other countries 
signed a multilateral trede agreement at 
Geneva, which constitutes the broadest 
tariff-slashing bargain in history. The 
countries which joined Canada in this pro- | 
ject to sweep away impediments and encour- 
age a freer exchange of commodities are the 
United States, the United Kingdom, Belgium, 
Luxembourg, The Netherlands, Brazil, Chile, | 
China, Cuba, Czechoslovakia, France, Leb- 
anon-Syria, Norway, the “Union of South 
Africa, Ceylon, India and Pakistan 

This is an impressive list. If there are 
some regrettable omissions, it is fair surmise 
that their number will grow smaller. Among 
them the co-operating nations represent 4 
preponderant proportion of the world’s pro- 
ductive power and potentiality. Countries 
which did not participate in the making of 
the agreement are likely to see it to be to 
their advantage to follow the lead and associ- 
ate themselves with a group which is strong 
enough to shape the conditions and set the 
currents of world trade 

Any country which elects to pursue an 
isolationist policy will have difficulty in find- 
ing foreign markets for its surplus products 
A difficulty not less, though different, from 
that of a low-tariff country trying to sell its 
products in countries surrounded by exclus- 
ive tariff walls. This agreement sets the 
world trend toward freer trade. Nations 
which want to share the reciprocal benefits 
will have to adjust their policies accordingly. 
How definite is this trand indicate 
one revealing fact. Altogether 1050 
items in Canada’s tariff schedules are 
affected by the agreement. Of these, the 
tariff is to be reduced on 590 items. And on 
the remaining 460, the tariff rates now in 
effect are not to be increased. Canada got 
as Many and as important concessions as it 
gave. All round the board custom's duties 
against our products are to be slashed in like 
proportion. 

That is the broad effect of the sweeping 
new deal in the liberation of world trade. It 
introduces a new era of low-tariffs and trade 
expansion; as definitely as the spread of 
“economic nationalism” after the first World | 
War quarantined the nations from each 
other commercially by trade-preventing 
barriers. 

No country may expect to profit 
this agreement at the expense of others 
stand to benefit, in proportion their 
resources and their enterprise. None of the 
eighteen can count on prospering from it 
more certainly than Canada. Our resources 
are enormous and varied. Our people have 
shown that they have both the will and the 
skill to expand production indefinitely. 
Reduced tariffs will give them the oppor- | 
tunity and the incentive to send their pro- 
ducts into markets where they have hitherto 
been unwelcome; from some of which they 
have been practically excluded; and into all 
seventeen markets on more favorable terms. 


The U.S. Dollar Scarcity 
Canadians have been buying not alto- 
gether wisely and too well. But it was not 
wholly their fault. Our customers overseas | 
couldn't and can’t pay either in goods or in 
currency acceptable in the United States; 
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that will help to restore the dollar equilib- 
rium as supplies to implement the plan are 
bought in Canada, And the restrictions do 
| not apply to equipment and materials which 


| will stimulate production and thus increase | 


| goods exportable to the United States. 
Quicker results would have been se- 


| cured if these checks had been imposed | 


| earlier. But that might have cut down 
| the movement of tourists into the Domin- 
| ion, from which Canada benefitted to the 
| amount of $200,000,000 or more.

There is in fact a clause in the agree- 
ment reached at Geneva which provides 
that a country facing an adverse balance 
of payments may take steps to restrict the 
quantity and value of merchandise import- 
ed. The restrictions are not therefore out 
of line with that agreement. Such action 
is specifically permitted in the wording of 
the document.

| SPENT SEVERAL weeks in 
Quebec during 1942 trying to track 
down the truth about Arcand’s 
backers. I found enough evidence 
to suggest that the Royal Canadian 
Mounted Police knew all about 
Arcand, They had a full file on him, 
no doubt had secret agenis right in 
his gangs. 

Why, then, was there no court 
trial? 


Why was the trial that was ac- 
tually started in 1940 so quickly 
dropped, and never resumed after 
the war, as promised by Mr. La- 
pointe? 

The most likely explanation is 
that the publication of backers of 
Arcand would prove highly em- 
barrassing to influential people, 
mostly in Quebec. Certainly this 
was the story I got from almost 
everybody who had any inform- 
ation on the matter.

THE QUEBEC NAZIS actually 

had quite a little cache of rifles 


and machine guns hidden within 


a stone's throw of Notre Dame 
Cathedral in Montreal, Most of 
these had been run across the 
Niagara border. The Minister of 
Justice had been tipped off in 1938 
as to the exact date of arrival and 
extent of this cache, 

I am not suggesting in the above 
that there was anything sinister, 
or even mistaken, in not holding a 
public trial for Arcand during the 
war. 

What is the use of “convicting” 
a known Nazi agent if, to do so 
in court, you have to reveal the 
identity of key secret service agents 
who may be doing excellent work, 
which would be impossible once 
their identity became known?

by more than one-fifth, $263,000,000 
and the rate of decrease was rap- 
idly rising as well known to the 
board officials. Yet 
ment and its financial experts 
continuously minimized this situ 
ation until a speech made last 
Saturday night by Hon. Lionel 
Chevrier, minister of transport, for 
the first time described the situ- 
ation as a crisis.

Study Subventions 


OTTAWA, Noy. 19.—(CP)— 
The government will bend its 
efforts to increase domestic 
coal production in its drive to 
save American dollars, Recon- 
struction Minister Howe said 
at a press conference here yes- 
terday 

The coal subventions recom- 
mended by the Carroll commis- 
sion and implemented by the 
government were based on the 
situation where Canadian pro- 
ducers had a protection of 530 
cents a ton on anthracite and 
75 cents a ton on bituminous 
from United States. Under the 
Geneva agreements which 
come into effect on Jan, 1, 
anthracite will enter Canada 
free and the tariff on bitumi- 
nous will be reduced to ® 
cents 

In view of these changes the 
minister was asked whether it 
would be necesary to increase 
the subventions.

OTTAWA, Nov. 19.—(CP)—Ref- 
usal to provide more revenue fer 
the Canadian National railways on 
the basis of its requirements would 
be “imposing a tax on the Cana- 
dian people,” a CNR spokesman 
contended yesterday at the nation- 
al freight-rate inquiry. 

Hugh O'Donnell, senior counsel 
for the CNR in the inquiry, told 
the Board of Transport Commis- 
sioners there war “no reason why 
the people of Canada should sup- 
port the shipper in his business.’ 

Arguing for consideration of the 
national line's financial position in 
dealing with the railway applica- 
tion for general 30-per-cent rate 
increases, he Was answering the 
claims of some provinces that CNR 
requirements should be disregard- 
ed because of that company’s 
burdensome financial structure. 

So far as the public was concern- 
ed, Mr. O'Donnell declared, the 
CNR was in no different position 
from the Canadian Pacific railway.

Your Baby and Mine 


By Myrtle Meyer Eldred 


When mothers tend to criticize 
their own children for their meth- 
ods of child-rearing, and proclaim 
the success of their methods, they | 
should not forget that we no long- 
er live in the world of yesterday 
The overwhelming need of the pre- 
sent day parent is to earn a living, 
manage a home, rear children to 
live in a dangerous and complex 
world and to keep step with the 
information that is shovelled upon 
him or her daily. 

Children who grow up today must 
be different children from those 
who grew up in a relatively slow- 
moving and safe world of yesterday. 
Education for children is more im- 
portant today because of the in- 
creasing skill demanded of all 
workers, The mother today must 
be a proficient house-wife and of- 
ten a wage earner, too. Children 
have to be taught to avoid all the 
dangers of our mechanized civili- 
zation and still be allowed some 
initiative in caring for themselves. 

All this demands far more of 
the mother than was asked in any 
previous generation, It isn’t enough 
to drive a child to school or walk 
holding his hand; it is infinitely 
harder to see him go off by him- 
self and assume the burden for his 
own safety which is part of his 
experience as a school child. 

It isn't enough to demand obedi- 
ence and enforce it by punishment. 
That is the easy course, but does 
not result in a child who develops 
his own conscience through a 
knowledge of right and wrong and 
some privilege in choosing how he 
shall act.

The raccoon is a good climber 
and generally makes its den in 
the hollow of a tree. The young, 
in the latitude of New York City, 
are born in April or early May 
There are generally from three to 
six in the litter, In June the young 
may appear sunning themselves in 
the branches outside the den hole 
A month later they accompany the 
mother on her hunting expeditions 
These young stay with the parents 
until the following spring. 

The raccoons go jnto a partial 
hibernation in the northern part 
of their range. During the colder 
part of the winter, they may den 
up in a hollow tree, very often the 
entire family together, and remain 
there until the approach of spring 
They are often abroad again long 
before the snow has gone, Their 
thick fur keeps them warm. 

This animal is strictly nocturnal
